Trans 325.01 Definition. In this chapter, “planting and
harvesting season” means the period of time beginning March 15
through December 15 of each year.

Trans 326.02 Federal rules adopted. The following
federal motor carrier safety regulations adopted by the United
States department of transportation and in effect on August 1,
1998, are adopted by the department and shall be enforced in rela-
tion to those carriers, drivers or vehicles to which these rules apply
in the same manner as though the regulations were set out in full
in this chapter:

(1) Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 390, federal
motor carrier safety regulations—general;

{2) Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 391, qualifica-
tions of drivers;

(3) Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 392, driving of
motor vehicles;

(4} ‘Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 393, parts and
accessories necessary for safe operation;

(5) Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 395, hours of
service of drivers;

(6) Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 396, inspec-
tion, repair and maintenance.

(7) Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, part 397, trans-
portation of hazardous materials; driving and parking rules.

(8) Every traffic officer and state patrol inspector employed
under the authority of s, 110,07, Stats,, is authorized to declare

vehicles and drivers out—of—service in accordance with the 1998
North Arerican uniform out-of-service criteria.
